HOW. PROCEEDS OF A. & G. W.) 
INTEREST WILL BE SPENT 


The Estimate Tabled in the Provincial 
Legislative by Premier Sifton Show 
How the $7,400,000 Will be Dis- 
posed of—Large Contribution to! 
the Alberta Provincial Exchequer 


—To Pay Off Other Debts. 

Edmonton, Alta—The — estimates) 
tabled in the legislature by Premier 
Sifton indicate the manner in which 
the $7,400,000, proceeds of the A. & 
G. W. and accrued interest, are to be 
disposed of. 

The entire liability of the province 
on June 1, 1910, amounting to $4,815,- 
850, will be paid off, and the balance, 
$3,156,33, less the surplus of $305,000 
in 1910, will be used in the capital 
expenditure in 1911. 

The result of this large contribution 
to the provincial exchequer is that 
the revenue for 1911 will be more than 
as large again as that of 1910. In the 
lat year the total is $3,078,490, 
while in the former it is estimated at 


$6,603,177. The result will be that 
the expenditure, both current and 
cupital, of 1911 will be made with- 


out incurring any permanent indebt- 
edness, and the year will end with the 
province entirely free from debt, ex- 
cepting what is due to the Waterways 
bondholders. 

Among the items of expenditure for 
1911 are; $25,000 for immigration and 
colonization; $7,500 for the premier’s 
expenses attending the coronation; 
$160,000 for completing the asylum at 
Ponoka; $515,000 for the parliament 
building at Edmonton; $50,000 for a 
new court house at Calgary; $50,000 
for the land titles office and addition- 


al site, Edmonton; $58,333 towards the! 


C. P. R, high level bridge, Edmonton; 
$30,000 for the new government house. 
The details of the revenue and ex- 
enditure for the coming year are as 
ollows: Estimated revenue for the 
year, which includes $3,156,433, the 
balance of the A. & G. W. issue, after 
deducting the amount to pay off the 
indebtedness, is set down at $6,603,-

BEDOUINS ON THE WARPATH 


Have Massacred the Turkish Garrison 
and Christians in the Town 
of Kerak 0 

Con tantinople.—A telegram from 
Jerusalem reports the Bedouins have 
massacred the Turkish garrison at 
Kerak, a town in the Turkish vila- 
yet of Syria, and killed more than one 
hundred Christian inhabitants of the 
place in revenge for the execution of 
a Bedouin chief. The Bedouins, the 
despatch adds, now hold the fortress 
in the vicinity of which there has 
been desultory fighting between tribes- 
men and the government troops for 
the past year and a half. Kerak, 


formerly cupital of Moab, has a popu-! 


lation of eight thousand of whom six 
thousand are Moslems. This town is 
the last one on the road from Da- 
mascus to Mecca’ where 
may reside. It stands on the moun- 
tains of Moab and may be seen from 
Jerusalem fifty miles away. There 
are no American missionaries there, 
the only missionary station being that 
of the British missionary society for 
Africa and the east.

two miles east of Frank and four 
niles east of Blairmore, where the 
head offices of the West Canadian 


Collieries are located. q 

The company operates coal mines at 
Blairmore, Frank, Lille, Bellevue, 
Grassy Lake and Byron Creek, and 
owns and operates a railway to Lille 
about six miles from Frank. 

The shareholders are — principally 
French capitalists in Lille, France, 
and the company was organized in 
1903, by J. J. Fleutot, with a capital- 
ization of $500,000. i 

A. Wicart, of Lille, France, is presi- 
dent of the company and R. W. Coult- 
hard, an experienced mining engineer, 
the resident manager. 

It is the largest shipper in 
Crow's Nest Pass, its output last year 
being about 500,000 tons, employing 
over 600 men. 

Mine No. 2 at Bellevue was opened 
up in 1909, and a new handling plant 
and steel tipple was installed at a cost 
of $250,000, 

This is the first disaster that has 
taken place in connection with the 
operations of the West Canadian Col- 
lieries in the Pass country. 

The mine in which the explosion 
took place was well equipped with air 
{shafts and ventilation appliances, 
jand was considered to be compara- 
tively free from gas.

Edmonton.—T. K. Wright, formerly 
of Detroit, Michigan, but now resid- 
ing up in the north country along the} 
old proposed route of the A. and G. 
W. railway, arrived in Edmonton re-

Mr. Wright says that he is about} 
75 miles north from Edmonton, and 
that he went in last spring, there be- 
ing no one in the country at that time, 
But this summer, on the strength of 
the assurance that the A, and G. W. 
would be built there have been 150 
settlers homesteaded in the section 
where he is located. These settlers 
are all men of ability and of certain 
means. All are from either Montana, 
South Dakota, Idaho, or Wyoming. 

Among them they are worth per- 
haps $300,000, and they settled there 
because they wanted to be near a 
road. One man was coming into that 
country this fall with a thousand 
sheep, and the others are — already 
keeping a large Mumber of cattle. 
The country is a brush country, and 
there are immense hay flats. On one} 
flat Mr, Wright put up 400 tons and 
left 600 tons down because he learned | 
after he started haying that the road 
would not be built. It is blue joint] 
hay. Mr. Wright says that all the 
settlers where he is will leave the 
country at once when they hear for! 
certain that the road will not be built.

‘Chairman of the Irish Nationalist

“Our chance to win new seats, or to 
elect more members for the house of 
‘commons is small because our party 
has such an adda aad proportion 
of them already.’ The Irish leader 
continued; ‘But we shall have at 
least two members more in the new 
parliament, counting our votes in a 
division, of course. The deflection of 
Cork from our party is regrettable, 
but not important.

“The principal ground, and, indeed, 
the only specific one, on which the 
Tories defend the lords’ 
veto is that it makes Home Rule im- 
possible. Yet the electors of Great 
Britain, as well as of Ireland show 
that they have resolved to destroy 
the veto power. This is the decisive 
election, a final election on Home 
Rule. The abolition of the house of 
lords’ veto means with mathematical 
certainty the establishment of Home 
Rule for Ireland. 

“In such a matter IT have to speak 
with reserve and with a full sense 
lof responsibility, but with complete 
knowledge. And I say to our Ameri- 
ean friends, now, what I said at Wex- 
ford: ‘All is well with Home Rule.” 

“Our critics and opponents declared 
that Premier Asquith must answer two 
questions publicly. Well, he 
asked by his own constituency, ‘If 
fyou ere returned to power will the 
Liberal government immediately after 
the abolition of the Lords’ veto pass 
a Home Rule Bill.” Mr. Asquith 
answered unqualifiedly, ‘Yes.’ He 
was asked then what he ment by 
Home Rule, and he answered, ‘At 
Albert Hall, Dee. 10, 1909, I explained 
what I meant by Home Rule and I 
adhere to every word of that state- 
ment,” 

“Therefore, I am satisfied in stating 
that this is the greatest and most 
conclusive of all 
tions,’”” added Redmond, emphasizing 
the Pant he was making. 

“Under the conditions of the bill 
abolishing the Lords’ veto, it may 
tuke two and a half-years to pass the 
Home Rule bill into law, that is, if 
the lords intend to use the provisions 
of the bill to the utmost to cause de- 
lay. But I do not believe they will 
do that. When the veto bill is passed 
und Home Rule cannot be prevented 
longer the lords will come to terms 
jon Home Rule, for they will have 
|nothing more to gain by resisting it. 
| “T repeat yet again. All is well with 
the Home Rule and you can give 
that message from me to your read- 
ers, 

Redmond is in great spirits, and 
plainly is confident of the result of 
the struggle for Home Rule.

|Four Men Badly Injured and Are

The dead man is Thomas Wallace, 
‘a fireman, on his way back to the Old 
Country for Christmas. He died at 
/eleven on Sunday night. The injured 
are: Thomas Lang, engineer; Kk, C 
Brick, brakeman; Frank Cook, wash- 
out man, and John Black, brakeman. 

All the injured are expected to re- 
cover, Brick had his arm cut off, and 
all were badly scalded.

On a broad smooth lawn whic 
years of exneriment coaxed to grow 
in alien soil, scant-clad figures work 
hard at socker, cricket and rounders. 
Women in fluffy white and Paris hats 
sit languidly in wicker chairs, attend: 


| ed by native servants who keep guard 


over blond babies, while their mis- 
tresses watch the game. Through a 
tich, dark curtain of heavy foliage « 
pocket edition of an English cathe- 
dral peers and raises its delicate spire 
against a flaming sky. 
“Under ‘the tree-shaded road, be 
tween the lawn and water, a parade of 
nations goes on—brown men, _ black 
men, yellow men and white; Hindoo, 
Malay, Japanese, and Kling, awheel or 
afoot, with here and there in the 
motley, gaudily costumed throng the 
snowy garb of the helmeted master 
mind. Next to him in importance are 
the Chinese men of wealth, the real 
merchant princes of Singapore, who 
give a fairly good idea of how a Chi- 
nese can rise if given a chance. On

Company of Canada, Limited, Moatreal, 


Predicted That the Four Western 
Provinces Will Have Ten Million 
People Before 1920. 


(From the New York Commercial.) 

Before 1920 the four provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia Will have a popula- 
tion of at least 10,000,000. Having per- 
sonally visited the most important dis- 
tricts of these provinces and carefully 
studied the changes and developments 
that are in progress. I make this pre- 
diction boldly. It is not a vagary of 
an optimist, but is based upon aston- 
ishing facts that confront the inves- 
tigator wherever he turns, It is im- 
possible to consider the everyday ‘oc- 
currences in this region without 
reaching the conviction, logically and 
practically, that this prediction is en- 
tirely within the range of attainment. 

What are pitt r ve aett that hed 
tify this prophecy p to the presen’ 
time one. railroad, the Canadian Pa- 
cific, between the Great Lakes and 
the Pacific const, has been the sole 
dependence of Western Canada_ in 
bringing in and locating the settlers, 
moving. the crops and supplying the 
business needs. How well that rail- 
road has performed its service as a 
courier of progress is shown by its 
matchless record and the almost un- 
paralleled growth that has followed 
its course; in 1901 Manitoba had a 
population of 265.211 and in 1909, 
466,268—at this same ratio and with- 
out any additional facilities it would 
have more than 1,500,000 in 1920— 
Winnipeg will have nearly-half that 
number; in 1901 Saskatchewan had 4 
population of 200,000 and in 1909, 341-- 
52l—the same measure of growth 
without any added stimulus would 
give it more than 1,000,000 in 1920; in 
1901 Alberta had a population of 150,- 
000, and in 1909, 300,000—the same 
multiplication would make nearly a 
million in 1920; in 1909 British Colum- 
bia had a population of 285,000—with- 
out a single fresh advantage this would 
exceed 1,000,000 before 1920. Vancouv- 
er will have half that number. But 
mind you, the means and influences 
of growth that have produced these 
figures were primitive and abortive 
compared to those at work today and 
that will increase the growth a hun- 
dred fold in the next decade, 

The present population has followed 
the operations of one transcontinental 
railroad; it carried the farmers out to 
the plains and into the valleys and 
showed them the way to independ- 
ence and prosperity; it staked out the 
townsites that are now the bristling 
cities; it showed the settlers how to 
farm successfully on the dry prairies, 
it gave them irrigation in some dis- 
tricts and all with such effect that in 
1901 the average value of farm crops 
in Western Canada was $10.33 per 
acre as against $9.41 in the United 
States. 

In less than five years from now 
there will be two aditional railroads 
spanning the continent across Canada 
to share the burdens and the respon- 
sibilities to development with the 
Canadian Pacific. The completion of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific will be fol- 
lowed in the first year by the distri- 
bution of a million settlers along the 


Greater Manitoba and adjoining, that 
will some day be peopled by hun- 
dreds of thousands of hardy settlers 
and contribute an enormous addition- 
al sum to commerce every year. 
North and south railroads will in less 
than five years traverse the western 
provinces adding greatly to popula- 
tion and production. The Northern 
Pucific, Great Northern and Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul will soon 
be up to Winnipeg and all have am- 
bitious plans for extensions from this 
point. These same railroads are 
planning to cross the international 
border and enter Saskatchewan and 
Alberta at desirable points. On the 
west the Southern Pacific, Hill and 
Harriman systems are Wor R: their 
way into Vancouver, British Colum- 
bia, and will permeate the rich min- 
ing, timber and fruit districts. 

have reliable information that in- 
stead of disposing of any of his lines 
in western Canada, as has been rum- 
ored, James J. Hill will extend them 
into northern Manitoba and into Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. Soon we will 
see also the materialization of his pro- 
fosed Canadian line from British Co- 
umbia to Winnipeg. Mr. Hill recog- 
nizes the importance of the Hudson 
bay route to Europe and he will lose 
no time in effecting a connection 
with the government line from the 
paskstohowsn river to the Hudson 
bay. 

The Canadian transcontinental rail- 
toads have arranged to expend imme- 
diately in the western provinces 
$500,000,000 and this is a demonstra- 
tion of faith in the future that puts 
to rout all questions of doubt as to 
the rapid progress to be made upon 
the land, in the factories and works, 
in trade and commerce and transpor- 
tation, for these railroads are the most 
conservatively managed in America. 
The fact that the astonishingly large 
net earnings of the Canadian Pacific 
the previous year approximately $34,- 
000,000, were increased by over $11,- 
000,000 in the last fiscal year is some 
evidence of the railroad energy of the 
Canadian west, as it was largely the 
overland traffic that ‘produced this 
result. 

The income of the Canadian west 
for 1909 was $330,000. This year it 
exceeds this amount by $100,000,000, 
The building operations of twelve 
prairie cities in the past three years 
have exceeded $50,000,000. During 
1909 there was laid in western Canada 
by the three rairoads a mileage of 
1,057 miles, representing an expendi- 
ture of $80,000,000. There are now 
11,472 miles of railroad in the four 
provinces. 

Twenty-five years ago Milwaukee 
was the leading wheat market of the 
world; then, as the grain areas ex- 
tended farther west and north, Minne- 
apolis took the lead, and in the pres- 
ent year, owing to the marvellous ad- 


vancement of wheat growing in the 
prairie provinces, Winnipeg wrested

FAMOUS ART DEALER 


PHILANTHROPIC CAREER OF 
LATE SIR WILLIAM AGNEW. 


Is Recalled by Death of Great 
Politician, Art Lover and Littera- 
teur In London—His Generosity 
and Ready Wit Did Much for 
Manchester Ship Canal Scheme. 


At the advanced age of 85 Sir Wil- 
liam Agnew, Bart., the distinguished 
art dealer and collector, has passed 
away at his London residence, The 
late baronet, whose benefactions were 
on a princely scale, took a prominent 
place alike in the political, artistic, 
and literary life of his time, and re- 
tired only a few years ago from the 
direction of the famous picture-deul- 
ing firm of Thomas Agnew & Sons, 
and the chairmanship of Messrs. 
Bradbury, Agnew & Co., proprietors 
of “Punch.” Born at Manchester, he 
was the son of Mr. Thomas Agnew, 
who was mayor of Salford in the 
year of the Great Exhibition, 1861. 
Quite early in life young Agnew took 
a keen interest in politics, but it was 
not until comparatively late in life 
that he stood for Parliament, In 
1880 he was elected for South-east 
Lancashire, and five years later he 
undertook to lead what was thought 
to be a forlorn hope in the Stretford 
Division, with the result that he 
headed the poll. At the Home Rule 
split he followed Mr. Gladstone, and 
lost his seat in consequence. An in- 
timate friendship existed between 
Sir William and his chief, and the 
famous art dealer engineered an in- 
nocent conspiracy to smuggle a 
presentation portrait into the G.O 
M.'s house on the occasion of his 
golden wedding. He also played a 
prominent part in the foundation of 
the National Liberal Club. But it

was in the world of art that he was 
best known to the end of his days 
Sir William helped to make a success 
of the art collections at many exhi- 
bitions, notably the 1887 Manchester

He 
leaves a family of two daughters and 
four sons, He was created a baronet 
in 1895, and is succeeded in the title 
by Mr. George William Agnew, Lib- 
eral member for West Salford.

| CANADIAN PEACHES ABROAD. 
Fruit In Britain Has Been an Object 


Lesson. 


{ The successful shipment of Cana- 
dian peaches cn a commercial scale 
to the markets of Great Britain, will 
mark the year 1910 as the beginnin 
of a new phase in the development o' 
the tender fruit industry in Canada. 
There has been extensive planting of 
peach orchards during the past few 
years, and notwithstanding the en- 
larged market in the Northwest, the 
crop has now reached such propor- 
tions, or at least it will in a year or 
two, that there will be no encourage- 
ment to increase the peach acreage, 
unless some other outlet is in sight. 
The Dominion Department of Agri- 


and Cold Storage Commissioner, ear- 
ly in the season made arrangements to 
purchase a quantity of peaches to be 
packed 


surrounded with wool. 

The packing was done under the di- 
rect supervision of an officer of the 
Department. The contract with the 
growers, as represented by the St. 
Catharines Cold Storage % Forward. 
ing Co., was for 2,000 cases, but, ow- 
ing to stormy weather and other 
causes, only 1,200 cases were ready in 
time. 

Three varieties have been shipped,

The returns have been very encour- 
aging to growers. Each case contain- 
ed only 20 to 25 peaches, or about 6 
pounds of fruit.

Mr. C. A. Dobson, of the Jor- 
dan Harbor Peach Ranch, has made 
successful shipments of several hun- 
dred cases of peaches, and others have 
shipped pears and early apples.

OLD-TIME FOOTBALL, 
In 1175 the Game First Came Into 


Popularity. 


Football owes its origin to the Ro- 
mans, who played with a ball of cloth 
or leather stuffed with flocks, called 
Sot yehdalaag or with a windbag, called 
follis, 

It is not possible, says an English 
writer, to ptoduce any direct evidence 
of the Mas i or popularity of tho 
game in England prior to the year 
1175. It is fairly conclusively estab- 
that football goes 
back several centuries further than 
cricket. In 1175 William Fitzstephen, 
writing in his history of London, 
mentions the fact that it was the 
habit of the young men of the city to 
play at the well-known game of ball 
after dinner. And there can be no 
doubt that this game was football, but 


what its outstanding features were | 


can only be a matter of guesswork. 
The game was confined to the lower 
classes; no rules existed for its con- 
trol; the contests seem to have been 
more in the nature of general scram- 
bles, the goals being placed at either 
end of a town or street; and the num- 
ber of players seem to have been un- 
limited. 

Although popular, it met with op- 
position from the authorities, Ed- 
ward IJ., in 1314, forbade football un- 
der pain of imprisonment, owing to 
the “great noise in the city caused by 
hustling over large balls, from which 
many evils might arise, which God 
forbid.” The game, nevertheless, pro- 
gressed, In 1315 Edward ITI. ordered 
his sheriffs to suppress “such idle 
practices,” because “the skill at 


shooting with arrows was almost to- | 


tally laid aside for the purpose of 
various useless and unlawful games.” 
But so persistent were the popular 
classes in this almost national pas- 


time that Richard LI. and his success- | 


ors had to continue to proclaim 
against “tennisse, footballe, and other 
ames,” This determined persecution 
had no appreciable effect, however.

Another Confession by ‘'G.B.S."" 


In connection with Mr. George 
Bernard Shaw’s recent visit to Glas- 
gow, there are probably few who re- 
member a special article which he 
contributed to the “Scottish Musi- 
cal Monthly” in December, 1894, on 
“How to Become a Musical Critic.” 
Shaw, who was then musical critic of 
The World, began his article in this 
way: “My own plan was a simple one. 
I joined the staff of a new daily paper 
as a leader-writer. My exploits in 
this department spread such terror 
and confusion that my proposal to 
turn my attention to musical criti- 
cism was hailed with inexpressible 
relief, the subject being one in 
which lunacy is privileged.”
